Blackening Caused by Fungus 

Agricultural Experts Say 
Rust Scare Unfounded 


Added to the farmer's worry ov¬ 
er the hazards of a late grain crop 
is the widespiead appearance of 
gray or black spots and streaks on 
wheat stem and head chaff. This 
condition is being mistaken for 
black rust. However, T. Kilduff, 
Research Extension Officer, Alber¬ 
ta Department of Agriculture, ad¬ 
vises that no alarm need be felt 
this year regarding black stem 
rust of wheat in Alberta. Condi¬ 
tions in Texas and the lower Mis¬ 
sissippi basin for the overwinter¬ 
ing of this disease were very poor, 
he says. Consequently, the build¬ 
up of stem rust spores this sum¬ 
mer has not been great enough to 
teach here in quantity. Damage 
from the small amount of leaf 
rust presertt is expected to be ne¬ 
gligible. • t 

Dr. M. N. Grant, grain disease 
specialist at the Science Service 
laboratory. Lethbridge. states 
that this season most of the dark 
spots and blotches of wheat stem 
and chaff are caused by harmless 
fungus growth of the Alternaria 
and Cladosporium species. Devel¬ 
opment of these non-disease pro¬ 
ducing fungi has been stimulated 
by the prolonged moist, cool wea¬ 
ther. They will not cause appre¬ 
ciable damage, although some 
"hlaak point” may occur on Ov* 
kernel. 

Two other causes of wheat head 
blackening, Dr Grant points out, 
have given rise to rust scares. One 
is a minor bacterial disease known 
as “black chaff." The other is an 
inherent tendency of some wheat 
varieties to deposit a dark pig¬ 
ment in the outer layers of the 
chaff cells. This harmless condi¬ 
tion is known as "false black 
chaff and is often present in the 
sawfly resistant Wheat, Rescue. 


Discuss Liability 
Of Airlines 

Revisions of existing internat¬ 
ional laws limiting the liability of 
airline companies for damage aris¬ 
ing out of accidents to passengers, 
baggage and cargo carried bet¬ 
ween countries will be the main 
purpose of an ICAO Legal Com¬ 
mittee meeting in Madrid whicii 
began on September 11. The* an¬ 
nouncement was made by the In¬ 
ternational Civil Atfatio Organi¬ 
zation, one of the U.N. Specialized 
Agencies. 

Present regulations concerning 
air carrier liability were laid down 
in 1929 as a result of the Warsaw 
Convention, and have been accept¬ 
ed by more than forty nations, but 
certain nations believe that the 
vast changes and development of 
air transportation since that lime 
make a revision of this agn-ement 
essential. One of the major exist¬ 
ing provisions sets the maximum 
liability an airline may have for 
each passenger in case of bodily 
injury or death during an inter¬ 
national flight at $8,291 (U.S. > 
There is also a maximum of $16.58 
for each kilogram of baggage and 
cargo, and $331.67 for any posses¬ 
sions the passenger carries with 
him. This limitation of liability 
does not exist if the damage was 
caused bj wilful misconduct on 
the part of the air carrier. 

Revision of the Warsaw Conven¬ 
tion has been attempted since 1939 
but) so far without general agree¬ 
ment being reached. 


Not "Cure-all”

Few of our readers outside the 
Calgary area have ever heard of 
the Bragg Creek Road. It is in the 
Springbank municipality, runs 
from Calgary west 20-odd miles to 
the village of Bragg Creek. It isn’t 
much of a road, but it will serve 
as a superb example of what is 
wrong with provineial-municipul 
relations. It Is a good illustration 
why all ovw the West there is a 
need for a complete re-examina- 
tion of the relationship between 
the provinces and the municipali¬ 
ties. 

The Bragg Creek road runs 
through rather sparsely settled 
farm and ranch land. It is subject 
to heavy usage, bv trucks hauling 
out pit props for coal mines and 
lumber and Calgarians who nave 
summer cottages at Bragg Creek. 
7 he road produces no revenue 
whatever for the municipality It 
is a difficult and expensive road 
to maintain, but because it is a 
market road for the farmers in 
the area it must be kept open win¬ 
ter and summer. 

Nobody is ever satisfied with the 
job that is done. The truckers 
scream in protest because “they 
pay the Government $300 in P S V. 
license fees and $150 a year in gas 
taxes and then ruin their trucks 
on the road.” Calgary residents 
complain endlessly about the dust 
and the pot-holes. Yet everybody 
tries to do their best but their 
best satisfies nobody. 

The province, for example, pays 
75 percent of Alberta municipal 
road expenditures, of a certain 
class. To get this grant the mun¬ 
icipalities must spend 40 percent 
on approved roads. That money 
must only go for construction and 
reconstruction, gravelling and re- 
graveiUng. These approved roads 
are sink-holes for municipal funds- 
They mlist be kept open in winter 
at tremendous expense, they at¬ 
tract travel and hard usage. Ex¬ 
pensive road machinery must be 
bought and" paid for in order to be 
able to earn the grants. Because of 
the need to spend 40 percent on 
the approved roads, the money is 
simply not available for the other 
roads so the people of the munici¬ 
palities go short in services. 

What can the municipalities do. 
Raise their taxes? No, because tt> 
qualify for oth ^r grants from the 
province they have been forced to 
put a ceiling on their mill rates. 
They can't levy a tax on the 
people who use their roads. They 
I'Ve in Bragg Creek or in Calgary. 
The money that is extracted from 
the users goes to the provincial 
government and in the case of the 
Bragg Creek road undoubtedly far 
exceeds the. grant returned to 
Springbank for maintenance of 
the road. 

Nor is this all. In the more re¬ 
mote areas, where settlement is 
sparse and assessment low, the 
poorer municipalities eannot qua¬ 
lify for help because they can't af¬ 
ford to spend- the money on “ap¬ 
proved” roads. If they haven't got 
n sufficient mileage of approved 
roads they can’t get the grants for 
the other roads. This system of 
giants does not recognize the prin 
cipal of fiscal need. The wealth¬ 
ier areas can get big grants and 
the poor areas are restricted to 
small grants. 

We have used roads as an ex¬ 
ample because there is hardly a 
municipality in the West that does 
not have the most vexing road 
problem. It is a problem that gets 
worse every year. It is complicat¬ 
ed endlessly by the fact that pro¬ 
vincial governments rake in mil¬ 
lions a year in P.S.V. licenses, au¬ 
to licenses, gasolie taxes. The 
people who pay these taxes de¬ 
mand service in return. But their 
demands are made to the wrong 
authority when they berate the 
municipal councils. 

The provinces, for their pail 
try to do their best. They have in 
slituted systems of grants based 
on assessments or mileage of ap¬ 
proved roads. They try to treat all 
municipalities alike Their problem 
is that all municipalities are not 
alike in taxation sources and tax¬ 
ation requirements. What is ade¬ 
quate for one area may be utterly 
inadequate for another. What is 
true of roads is true of all other 
services. 

What is needed is a new ap¬ 
proach all around. As the prob- 
1< m applies to the whole prairie 
region, a commission to undertake 
a complete re-examination of pro¬ 
vincial-municipal relations should 
be set up by the three govern¬ 
ments. Such a commission could 
reallocate both social responsibili¬ 
ty and taxing jiower. It could re¬ 
write the municipal constitutions

Keep Your 
Ammunition Dry 

"Farmers and hunters who have 
supplies of ammunition left over 
from the hunting season would be 
well advised to store it carefully in 
a cool, dry pla ce." says K. N. Mor- 
lis of the Sffimunition Division of 
Canadian Industries Limited. 

Properly stored, sporting am¬ 
munition will retain its effective¬ 
ness indefinitely, he points out. 
On the other hand, high tempera¬ 
tures or excessive humidity may 
cause the printing mixture to de¬ 
teriorate to the point where it will 
no longer ignite the powder ef¬ 
ficiently, causing hang-fire and 
misfires. 

At home, ammunition should be 
stored in a locker or cabinet in the 
coolest, driest part of the house. 
It should not be stored in a de¬ 
tached garage exposed to the sun, 
nor should it be carried constant¬ 
ly in a car that is usually parked 
in the sun. Destructive high tem¬ 
peratures are often generated in 
both these places. 

Externally lubricated rimfiro 
ammunition should be stonxl in a 
cool place because the lubricant 
will tend to melt or run at high 
temperatures, Mr.. Morris said. 
Center-fire handgun ammunition 
should be protected aguinst the 
action of powder solvents which

The past week has been the on¬ 
ly rain-free week of the harvest 
season Viils year, and althougn 
cooler weather is forecast, there is 
no threat of general rains at the 
present time. 

The warm weather of the post 
few days has aided greatly in 
fringing much of the crop to mat¬ 
urity and the danger of heavy 
frost damage on a province-wide 
scit.e is considered to be almost 
past. Crops in Central Alberta Hnd 
in the 1 eace River region are lar- 
thor advanced than Southern Al¬ 
berta crops ani, according to re¬ 
ports, harvesting operations are 
correspondingly farther ahead. 

In the County of Vulcan area, 
swathing anu combining are in full 
swing in the districts straight east 
of Vulcan and in the southern part 
of the county. Crops in this maj¬ 
or part of the county were gener¬ 
ally further advanced tOian in the 
north and west and reports would 
also indicate that the heaviest 
yields and best wheat this year 
will come from this eastern and 
southern region. Although pick- 
ing-up is just well underway and 
farmers are loath to be too optim¬ 
istic until the crop is safely har¬ 
vested, yields of 35 to 40 bushels 
per acre are indicated, with an ste¬ 
erage grade of No. 2 Northern. 

Earlier-sown crops in the west 
district are also being hai vested, 
but the heavier soil in this area 
with consequent longer retention 
of moisture in the surface soil af¬ 
ter the excessive rains appears to 
have slowed the maturity of the 
crop to some extent, and many 
fields are still too green to swath. 
Swathed grain, too, is slow in fry¬ 
ing. oat, and a severe frost could 
still do heavy damage in this at ea. 

Crops in the Berrywater district, 
r.orth-east of Vulcan, are reported 
still too green to harvest, although 
some earlier sown wheat and 
coarse grains have been swathed. 

In the extreme northern part of 
the county, around Arrow wood 
and Mosslcigh, syvathing is fairly 
well advanced but little combining ■ 
has been done. 

Very little wheat has been re¬ 
ceived at Vulcan elevators as yet 
and what has come in has been 
from the east country and is grad-, 
ing 2 and 3. 

Due to the green-ness of the 
straw and the heavy growth, har¬ 
vesting is a slower-than-usual pro¬ 
cess this year. There is a heavy de¬ 
mand for farm labor, but practic¬ 
ally no experienced men are avail¬ 
able. 

The delivery quota at most ele¬ 
vator points in the county is 10 
bushels per acre. *

Outward Bound 


Farm boys are still deserting the fields and orch¬ 
ards for better-paying jobs in manufacturing plants, 
but now there’s a new twist to this rural-to-urban 
process. Today, more and more heads of industry are 
looking in the other direction—out beyond the city 
limits—for a spot to establish their newest branch. 

This decentralization of industry is reversing a 
trend of many years’ standing. Before the Second 
World War, an expanding company almost invariably 
chose a city as the site of its new plant, for obvious 
.economic reasons. But now that those reasons are no 
loTtgeii^scjwapelling as they once were, the shift is 
back to tJTe country. 

The small town of today is, for the company and its 
employees, no longer the small town of half a century 
ago. Good roads, modern automobiles, efficient sewage 
systems, radio and the host of other facilities now ac¬ 
cepted as standard, make the small town just as con¬ 
venient as the big city for businesses and people. And 
in many ways, much more attractive: The rents are 
lower, the air is fresher, the hustle and bustle of the 
metropolis is cut to a tolerable pace, the noise level is 
easier on the nerves, it’s easier to get to and from 
work, and the well publicized dangers of the atom 
bomb ai-e minimized. 

Industry’s back-to-the-country movement seems to 
be common to both the United States and Canada. 
South of the border, according to a recent survey of 
148 major manufacturing firms, nearly two-thirds of 
the postwar building has oecn in small towns. In On¬ 
tario, Canada's largest industrial province, 77 new 
branch plants were established in 1950 and of these, 
51 were located well outside the metropolitan area of

I lived in the West for twenty- 
five years. I was probably there 
before the advent of Henry Wise 
Wood. When we met we became 
fust friends Only rarely were we 
in complete accord, so far as our 
points of view were concerned, but 
that mattered not in the least Mr.' 

Wood came from Missouri and 
brought with him the caution and 
insight which is said to character¬ 
ize the people of that state. His 
name, at least the ‘'Wise” part of 
It, came from a former Governor. 

It was characteristic of him—Mr. 

Wood was both wise and shrewd. 

He could listen attentively to’ar¬ 
guments upon any' public issue, 
thread his way through them by a 
natural instinct and reach a con¬ 
clusion which held a great deal of 
wisdom and common sense. 

Once, oh years and years ago, I 
decided that we ought to have a 
debate on farm issues then in the 
public eye. It was to take place, 
not on the public platform, but in 
the press. I was then living in Cal¬ 
gary, my office was not far from 
his so I strolled over and made the 
suggestion to him. A smile stole 
over his face—he looked up at the 
ceiling and then said: “Bob, that’s 
a bright idea—can we put iLacross, 
will the Albertan publish if?” 

I said it would and it did. W. M. 
Davidson was then the Editor of 
that publication. When I spoke to 
him about it he welcomed the idea. 

I went first and told my story. I 
gave Mr. Wood a copy of it be¬ 
fore I sent It to the paper so that 
he would have time to study it 
before it reached the public. Then 
we met and talked it over. Never 
was there a happier relationship 
between two controversialists. He 
was the essence of reasonableness, 
a charming and happy opponent.
